Wliile at sea cholera broki* out 
among the Chinese. The Hiclt orowdt-d 
into the cabins, where a Prexbyttrian 
minister and one lady prsHenger liad 
taken refuge. After a terrible hurri- 
cane tlio i hol.'i a continued to sjircad, 
and deaths became very ntimerotiH, At 
firfit each victim was cawt into the sea 
with a bar of pig iron in the s.tck. 
Soon. howeTer, the dead were mostly 
thrown overboard without c»'reniony. 

The death roll p;rew al.iiinintc and no 
less than si.xty budie.s wcie tlu-own into 
the sea. The Hupercargo ha<l stiprenn- 
control and inf!i.sted UTK)n heaving over- 
board all the effects of the dead. Under 
threats, the captain upon arrival at 
Singapore, reinjrted only six deaths to 
the harbormaster, three from intlni iiza 
and three from "want of oiiiuiii and 
general debility." Many iiasst-ntccrH 
were landed and no cmaiantiiie bt'inf^ 
derliired proce«>ded to Penang with the 
rest of the infe('te<l cargo and crew. In 
four days nine cases of cholera devei- 
oiH^d in Siiig;ipi)r<\ all traced to the 
Hteaiiier Naiucliow, On tlie steamer's 
voyage back from Penang after laiuling 
200 coolies there, the first European 
victim, the third engineer, an English- 
man. 8iiC(;umbed to the terrible disca.se. 
When the Namchow arrived at Sing- 
apore the health officer was on tlio look- 
out and nent the ve.ssel into (luariintine. 
When the Vessel is releicsed the cajitain 
and supercargo will be arrested and 
idaMdpitridrinaiiisapoir*. ^ 

TERRO R TO FA RMERS. 

Wild Man or Baaat la tha Ttatalty of 
Martln'a Vmrrj, Oktak 

Mabtin'8 Ferry, O., Aug. 27.— The 
farmera near Wegee, this county, have 
organized to hunt down the wild man 
or animal that has been killing and de- 
vouring sheep, hogs, chickens, etc., in 
that section. Many of the farmers are 
afraid to work in their fields, go out 
after their stock and go to sleep at 
nisbt, feariog they will be killed. 

Th* ¥rild man, or whatever it is, has 
been aeen by Samuel Crow and others. 
Crow says he is covered with dark red- 
dish hair, has long e.irs, small eyes, 
teeth like those of a wild boar, huge 
month and i)aw8, measures about five 
feet in height, and weighs fully 200 
pounds. It IS said that the wild man, or 
whatever it is, walks and runs as well 
on two as four legs, can dipib a tree or 
hill quickly, and is seen only in the 
mornings and evenings. Farmers and 
their families in the vicinity ara very 
much frig htened.

Ottawa. Aug. 27. — Premier Abbott, 
in the annate, in reply to a question by 
fSanato Poyhr, stated that ;^e govern 
ment had still nnder its consideration 
the question of allowing tha Importation 
of American live cattle to bastsMMrhtersd 
In Canada. As the matter hai been 
brought np ha said be would state 
exactly how the matter stood. It ha 
been the custom to a'Jow tha shipment 
of American cattle in bond through 
Canada from onaptdnt to another in the 
United Statea. I'heae cattle were taken 
from cars at one or two intermediate 
points in Canadian territory and fed 
andwaterad. Of oonrsa striotqnaran 
tine regnlatkma were obeervad, and the 
govamment saw no serions diffcranea in 
allowing tha Importation of tbasa cattle 
into Canada to ba slangbterad tot ex- 
port. 

Conrespondenca with tha inmerlal an< 
tboritiea on the subject had lad to tite 
drafting bv tha Canadian goremmant of 
certain rules and regnlatioBa of qnaran 
tine, to be enforced as saftenarda from 
infection in the shipment of these cattle 
into Canada. These regulations were 
submitted to the imperial privy council, 
which declared them in evenr way satis 
factorv for tha puri>ose intended. Al 
though the government had not finally 
decided the question, be could announce 
thatwitbia a faw years in all probability 
thera Would ba established at several 
poiattin Canada large meat paikinu 
conosnia. aa a large number of prumi 
nenteattlemm dasired to start enter 
prises of this kind.

Tlie guns on board the b%ttle- 
shi]) Victoria have a decided droop, and 
it is helieved that guns of this size cannot 
he built uj) \tv the presentsystem of con- 
struction with a certainty that they will 
maintain their slia])e. It is also admitteil 
that tiicir lifetime is short, iind that de- 
pendence could not be iilaced on tlieir 
safety after about seventy shots. No 
more of these w ill be built loi navy use, 
and it is doubtful whether they will he in 
much demand for fortifications.
